From Washington comes news that the 
project to ship food to unoccupied France 
may collapse. For the reason that Vichy 
is known, and is said to have admitted, that 
jit has been trading food for goods in 
occupied France. This is almost the same 
thing, and probably was in reality, sending 
food to Germany in exchange for German | 
goods, the transaction being camouflaged by 
dealing through M. Laval or some other 
Quisling at Paris 

Taken with the reported plan of Vichy 
to put vast numbers of cattle within Nazi | 
reach in the occupied territory, and the 
attempt to run a ship-load of Siam rubber 
through the blockade line for Germany, this 
reduces the credit of the Petain cabinet 
pretty close to the vanishing point. Unless 
this accumulation of evidence is cleared 
away, the claim that people in unoccupied 
France are destitute is bogus, and Darlan et 
al are working on the humanity of the Brit- 
ish and United States authorities to help | 
them run an import business for Germany. 


Delivery Is Vital 

In his broadcast last week Colonel |

United States they now have to settle for

The uprising of the Yugosiavs 18 | 
the first great European event since | 
the United States formally @ban- 
doned its isolation and adopted the | 
lend-lease policy. We may consider | 
it under the aspect not in order to | 
glorify ourselves—for the glory | 
and the dangers are for King Peter | 
and his people—but in order to| 
study for our own guidance the 
practical wisdom of our policy 
We have had a part in this great 
event, Had we failed to dedicate 
this country to the task of providing 
arms to the Allies, it is unlikely that 
Britain could have afforded or 
would have dared to land in Greece 
and with the Greeks to establish a 
line from which the Yugoslavs can, 
if they are attacked, be supported 
Without the reserves of weapons | 
that we alone can provide, the Brit- 
ish would almost certainly have 
had to husband their resources for 
their own ultimate defense. Had the 
British been unable to Jand in 
Greece, and to make avaliable to 
the Greeks and the Yugoslavs the 
supplies they must have in order to 
resist, the prospect would have 
been too hopeless for any organized 
national resistance 
: . 


We do not need to make any pre- 
dictions about the military develop- 
ments in the Balkans in order to) 
see that the uprising in Yugoslavia | 
is strong evidence in favor of the 
underlying conception of the lend- | 
lease policy. The opponents of the | 
policy have not often understood it 
Thus they have argued that Hitler 
is master of the European continent, 
that he cannot be defeated except 
after an “invasion” of the continent 
by an expeditionary force of sev- 
eral million American soldiers. So 
they have contended that there is 
no way to defeat Hitler or that he 
can be defeated only by a staggering | 
sacrifice of American lives. | 

The supporters of the lend-lease 
interventionist policy have replied 
that this whole contention is based 
on a false conception of the state 
of Europe and of the grand strat- 
egy of the struggle. They have 
maintained that throughout Europe, 
in all the occupied territory, in all 
the threatened countries, and to a 
| very considerable extent within the 
A itself, there were millions of | 
j}men, often whole nations of men | 
|and women, praying, plotting, or-| 
ganizing, working for the day when 
they can rise up and throw off an 
ever more intolerable tyranny. Be- 
hind the facade of Hitler’s empire 
there is forming, they said, a Euro-
